A" few" days  have  gone  by  since  we  last  corresponded,  but  the  research 

Some  of  the  items  obtained  are  not  connected  to  the  picture  as  far  as 
lineage  goes,  but  every  so  often,  I  manage  to  acquire  a  document  of  some  type,   that  is 
related  to  the  family.  The  overall  situation  has  never  been,  directly,  to  wave  my  hand 
in  the  air  and  state  that  such  &  such  has  been  substantially  proven,  as  that  would  take 
all  the  fun  out  of  it.  It  is  merely  a  situation  of  deep  interest  and  continuous  cur- 
iosity, which  gives  me  a  sense  of  real  enjoyment,  and  opportunities  tp  probe  into 
something  that  may  only  have  a  minor  connection  vath  the  whole  "status  quo" 

Before  proceeding,  how  is  the  summer  weather  behaving  in  your  locality?  Are  you 
still  having  those  "mildly"  warm  days  there,  that  we  experienced  on  the  day  I  was 
hoping  to  meet  you?  July  started  off  vrith  rain  here,  off  and  on  for  the  first  ten  days, 
but  it  has  been  pretty  good  ever  since.  It  wac  cool  here  for  two  or  three  days,  just 
recently,  but  it  has  gone  back  to  the  hot  weather  again.  I  suppose  that  confectionery 
near  you  is  still,  the  coolest  spot  in  town.  It  sure  was  the  day  we  were  there,  when  I 
vent  in  to  get  some  soft  drinks.  It  was  about  80°  or  90'^  outside,  though. 

To  "get  down  to  cases"  once  more  -  .  By  providing  f^arther  clues  and  omitting 
the  best  one  (I '11  elaborate  later),  I  managed  to  get  a  registry  of  decease  of  Peter  A. 
from  Toronto.  This  was  the  second  time  I  had  asked,  the  previous  one  about  three  years 
ago,  To  elaborate  na;  -  I  told  Toronto  that  Peter's  will  had  been  registered  at  Ilapanee 
in  Feb  IS84,  and  presumed  that  he  had  passed  away,  only  a  short  time  prior  to  that. 
Toronto  managed  to  come  up   with  the  registration,  after  a  second  search,  at  that  time, 
and  it  turned  out  that  he  had  passed  away  ^  years  before  that.  The  clue  that  I  omitted 
thinking  it  was  unimportant  -  was  that  the  will  was  made  out  on  Feb  Uth,  1880  .  Peter 
died  on  Feb  17th,  1880  .  Age  at  decease  was  ^9  years  8  months,  wliich  would  make  the 
year  of  birth  1831,  His  birthplace  was  Ernestown,  but  name  of  parents  not  stated.  His 
vafe,  Jemima  was  born  15  Oct.  1830.  This  information  should  be  cor root  now,  in  re- 
lation to  what  I  told  you  before.  I  am  enclosing  copies  of  the  charts  you  sent  me,  to 


show  how  you  stated  the  possible  line  of  lineage.  I/ith  regard  to  the  census  reports 
you  referred  to  in  your  letter  -  date  4-  Jan/74  -  the  186l  report  of  Riclimond  Twsp. 
only  showed  Peter  and  Jenima  and  two  daughters,   and  the  1871  report  of  Camden  Tx^sp. 
showed  Peter  and  Jemima  with  two  daughters  and  a  son,  but  neither  mentioned  the 
parents  at  all.   The  1851  of  Richmond  has  parts  missing,  but  I  thinlc  I  have  looked  at 
it  two  or  three  years  ago.  The  18_51  report  of  Ernestown  may  show  Peters  parents,  but 
I  do  not  remember  noiv'  whether  or  not  I  looked  at  it,  but  I  suppose  it  would  be  the 
only  spot  to  look  now.
